The Hornet has received several 
comments, both favorable and 
unfavorable, regarding the editor’s note 
suffixed to the commentary in Tuesday’s 
Hornet criticizing our story on 
“‘Rape—the All American Crime.” 

The unfavorable comments, however, 
all reflect a serious misunderstanding of 
the meaning of that note, just as the 
commentary reflected a serious 
misunderstanding of the original article 

The basic problem with Dues and 
O’Briens commentary is one of 
perspective. It was their perspective 
which | charged with being sexist and 
racist 

Dues and O’Brien did not read the 
story as it was written, but as they 
themselves perceived it as written. They 
did not, perhaps could not, accept the 
viewpoint of the story. They were 
concerned not with “‘What is she trying to 
say?” but rather “What do I think she 
means?” This is a problem of analysis 
that all too many people fall 
into—judging something not for what it is 
trying to convey, but rather how it relates 
to their own, oftentimes faulty, 
consciousness. Dues and O’Brien related, 
apparently, to the cold facts which they 
themselves misread, not the message her 
story meant to convey. The evidence in

McKenzie’s story, though not written in 
the Criminal Code, is nevertheless factuai 
They accurately depicted the situation as 
it is. Dues and O’Brien’s facts, though 
written in official legal terminology, are 
fantasy for they have rarely been applied 
in any routine fashion. They are evidence 
only of the viewpoint that “If, legally, 
rape is treated this way on the books, 
then that is the way the police reaily treat 
it.’ Such an assumption, for any crime or 
situation, is patently false 

But Dues and O’Brien, and their 
supporters, did not ask the question “Did 
I miss her point?” If they had, perhaps 
they might find grounds for criticizing 
her story for not properly conveying her 
message. Instead they argued that she 
misstated her information. This viewpoint 
denies that an author can possess a 
perspective different than the reader. It 
dehumanizes an author into a servant of 
the reader who must please her audience 

This reader-servant relationship is not a 
denial of just a woman’s viewpoint but 
of the unique humanness of anyone who 
attempts to convey something to another 

It is apparent, that Dues and O’Brien 
did not think of these implications when 
they wrote their commentary. To 
criticize a piece using a perspective other 
than that in which it was written is an a 
priori attack on that perspective. In this 
case the perspective of the story was that 
of a concerned woman. The criticism was 
that of a concerned man. The latter 





denied the validity of the former. It was a 
male perspective denying a female 
perspective. It was a cold fact perspective 
denying the validity of a perspective 
based on reasoned emotion. In that sense 
the article was sexist, just as most facets 
of our society allow for only the male 
perspective 

As for the latent racism in the 
commentary, it was contained in just one 
iine--but a very significant line: “And 
what do you think they lynched all those 
peopie for before the civil rights 
movement?” This, to me, seemed to 
imply a perspective which assumes every 
lynching involved a black rapist. It is a 
denial of the racism inherent in this 
society, the racism that murdered and 
continues to murder countless numbers 
of blacks. A denial of racism is, in itself, 
evidence of that racism. 

As further evidence of the sexist nature 
of their perspective, that they read oniy 
what they wanted to read, let me cite 
another example. McKenzie stated in her 
article: “‘In some states a man’s previous 
rape record is not valid evidence against 
him; whereas if the woman is unmarried 
and is having sexual relations with 
anyone, she cannot be raped.” Dues and 
O’Brien read this not as she intended but 
rather how they, in the legalistic, factual 
perspective, interpreted it—that she was 
calling for the use of prior convictions as 
evidence against an accused rapist. This 
was however, far from her meaning. Her

intent was to show the dichotomy, the 
sexual discrimination, of not using it as 
evidence against a man but using similar 
evidence against the woman. 

The commentary completely distorted 
this because the authors were unable to 
adopt a perspective other than their own. 
This is a striking example of what the 
liberation movement is trying to combat. 

Anyone seriously concerned with the 
problems of others cannot be of any 
value if they do not relate to the 
perspective of those they wish to aid. 
Dues and O’Brien, by their statements in 
the commentary, wished to aid the 
movement by criticizing ‘vhat, in their 
perspective, was an error 

But in reality it was they themselves 
who were in error. They were guilty of a 
most violent crime against the 
consciousness of liberation—paternalism. 
The attitude of their commentary. no 
matter how well-intentioned Dues and 
O’Brien thought it to be, was “Women 
have a serious problem here, but they are 
going about it wrong. We men have the 
key to the solution.” 

The original editor’s note, as well as 
this statement, was not meant as an 
attack on Dues and O’Brien. It was 
meant, rather as a lesson. If you sincerely 
desire to heip, you must endeavor to 
relate to the perspective of those you 
wish to assist. Unless you do, until vou 
do, you are not part of the solution; you 
are part of the problem.

Christmas crafts fair opens 


The Sacramento Artisan & Craftsmen 
Guild is only six weeks old, but from the 
looks of the Christmas Crafts Fair which 
is being held in the Guild Building at 614 
16th Street in downtown Sacramento 
everyday until Christmas from 12 noon 
until 9 p.m. The Guild is much more 
together than one would assume at first 
thought 

Born out of frustration for the lack of 
a market place for craftsmen and artists 
to sell their wares and the absence of a 
focal point for “The Community” in 
Sacramento, six individuals got together 
and decided to attempt to organize an 
Artisan & Craftsmen Guild with the 
expressed intention of producing an 
authentic marketplace for the selling of 
wares for the Christmas season. It was 
decided that such a marketplace should 
belong to the community, be created by 
the community, and to be sustained by 
the community 

With this purpose in mind, an old 
weiding works building was rented and a 
meeting of interested artists and 
craftsmen called. During the week 
preceding the meeting, the nucleus of six 
began to grow. Everyday, more and more 
people became involved Seventeen 
thousand pounds of lathes, drill presses, 
and iron were removed. The interior brick 
walls tted with over thirty years of 
soot and grease were steam cleaned, The 
dying grass around the building was cut, 
watered, and began to live again, much 
like the building itself 


On Friday evening, Nov. 5, 1971, a 
group of over fifty persons attended the 
first official meeting of The Guild and the 
Shop spaces were rented on the spot 
Working against an _ incredible time 
schedule and a limited budget, the 
decaying building was transformed into a 
marketplace of shops alive with the 
energy of people with a purpose 

The business comunity of Sacrament 
contributed paint, plants. electrical work 
shelves and lumber. Ihe magic of the 
Crafts Fair was spreading. Television 


Stations filmed the proceedings, one 
Station describing the proceedings as “an 
example of positive energy.” Radi 


Stations sustained a continuous output of 
information asking for goods and wares 
for The Guild Store whose profit is being 
donated in its entirety to The Aquarian 
Effort and The SAcramento Free School 
The campus newspapers printed daily 
releases to help spread the work. and 
then, right on schedule, on Dec. 1, 1971. 
the doors were opened to the public 

A visit to The Crafts Fair is like 
stepping back into time. The Village of 
17 shops is filled with handmade articles 
of every description; from glass work, 
metal sucipture, leather goods and 
photography to beautiful handmade 
clothing. Each shop is different, each 
article one of a kind. . .and at fair prices

Improving quality of democracy 


Seasoned political observers, potential 
candidates, and almost everyone else 
concerned with next year’s general 
elections have given a great deal of 
attenticn to the new voter-the young 
voter. Such attention is well-deserved 
Those young Americans now between the 
ages of 17 and 23 will b eligible to vote in 
a Presidential election next year for the 
first time. They are 25 million strong. Of 
that 25 million, 13.9 million would have 
been eligible to vote in 1972 even if the 
voting age had not been lowered, and 
11.1 million were enfranchised in July 
1971 with the Twenty-sixty Amendment 
to the Constitution lowered the voting 
age to 18. Even if the turn out among the 
young voters is low (Gallup estimates 
42%), that will still mean 10 million new 
votes. Small wonder that both major 
political parties and all presidential 
contenders have employed special staff to 


try to capture the support of the young 
But politicians did not have to wait for 
the product of the post-World War II 
baby boom to reach maturity for a 
Constitutional Amendment to find such a 
sizeable number of new voters. There are 
plenty of qualified potential voters who 
simply never go to the polls. For 
example, according to a Gallup survey 
conducted in October and November of 
this year, one out of every four-or 25%-of 
all aduits in the United States are not 
registered to vote. In numbers, this 
represents an estimated 29 million 
potential voters who are 
disenfranchised—four million more than 
the number of young voters who will be 
eligible to vote for the first time next 
year. One cannot help but wonder why 
these voters are not registered and what 
can be done to improve the situation 
First, there are apparently two basic 


reasons for the large number of 
unregistered voters-they are either 
unable to meet the residence 
requirements imposed by the various 
states, or they have not taken the 
initiative to see that their names are 


placed in the registration books. State 
laws which insist upon a period of 
residence, even to participate in national 
elections, should not be underestimated. 
The evidence indicates that these laws 
may be largely responsible for the low 
voter turn out in American elections—the 
lowest of any major democracy in the 
world. 

The residency requirement varies from 
state to state. Thirty-two states, including 
California, have a one-year residency 
requirement; 15 states have a six-month 
requirement; and one state, Mississippi, 
has a two-year residency law. Most of 
these laws date back to a time when 
American society was very different than 
it is today. Back then, the vast majority 
of Americans lived all their lives in the 
same area~perhaps even the same small 
town. Today, however, society is much 
more mobile people move from place to 
place with greater and greater frequency. 
To require someone to achieve one to 


interest which keeps persons in this age 
group from registering to vote. As a 
group, young people are highly mobile. In 
fact, one Gallup survey revealed that 40% 
had moved their place of residence within 
a period of 12 months. Another indicator 
is revealed in the voter registration figures 
for homeowners, who maintain residence 
in one place, as opposed to renters, who 
change their place of residence 
frequently. Of all home owners, only 16% 
do not have their names registered, while 
the figure for renters is 44%. 

There is even one instance when the 
residency requirement has been used to 


attempt to discourage voter 
registration—or at least to make it more 
difficult. Attorney General Evelle J. 


Younger’s ruling that unmarried minors 
would have to register at their parents’ 
place of residence would have had exactly 
this effect. In California, the courts have 
struck down this ruling, but similar 
rulings still stand in a number of other 
states, and a court case will assuredly 
reach the Supreme Court befcre next 
year’s general election 

If residency laws are a substantial cause 
of the problem, then how can the 
difficulties be resolved? One possibility is

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proposes a uniform registration law to 
make it easier for everyone of every age 
to vote. Unless some action is taken in 
the coming months to change residence 
requirements, and to induce more citizens 
to register, it is probable that less than 
one-half of the nation’s potential voters 
will decide the political direction of the 
nation in next year’s elections. In the 
interest of improving the quality of the 
democracy of which we are so proud, 
some means of removing obstacles such as 


It is even possible 
that someone could move into a state and 
move away again without ever obtaining 
the right to vote.

“The Chicano finds himself fighting for 
equality-a better job, education, etc. But 
justice is the main issue. For some people 
equality might be justice. But if land was 
taken away from me, justice is returning 
the land to me besides respecting my 
language and giving me equality of 
protection under the law.” 

“The students who are learning every 
day, of Spanish descent, are responsible 
for the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo. The 
Treaty, according to Article VI, Sec. 2 of 
the U.S. Constitution—all treaties made 
are the supreme law of the land. That 
makes Guadalupe Hidalgo the supreme 
law of the land. No Anglo gives a 
hoot...it’s up to the Chicano.” 
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It seems to me that there are two sides to 
professionalism. Learning skillful application in a 
field represents one Side; the other side is 
represented by pettiness and contempt for applied 
knowledge. The negative side was recently brought 
to my attention when a certain history professor 
looked at my articles “Respect for the People” 
and “A Scholar's Compassion” (the first of these 
was printed in the school paper under the title of 
**Humanistic Cooperation” thanks to Mr. Burns) 
and told me in turn that my statements didn't

mean a damn thing to him. And when he said this, 
he looked at me with contempt. His name is 
Lower-Dr. Lower to be exact, Chairman of 
Graduate Studies in History, He is not untypical 
among academicians. On the contrary, his 
contempt for any commitment to the people ts 
very typical. | am a Masters’ candidate here at 
school and can speak of this from my many 
experiences with academicians 

Perhaps another example will help to make my 
point even clearer. My case is that of a Puerto 
Rican Spanish instructor, Carmen Apostolas. I ask 
you to hear my defense of this instructor who 
made a commitment to the people and to draw 
your own conclusions. In the first place | would 
like to point out that the Senora was one of the 
rare instructors with the capacity to make the 
students work their butts off and enjoy it at the 
Same time; no easy task in teaching beginning 
Spanish. In the second place, | would like to point 
out that the Senora was also collecting notes fou a 
Chicano Spanish program in her spare time. The 
Chairman of the Spanish department, Dr. Kermit 
Smith, asked the Senora to let him have her notes 
while he was also planning to end her career at 
State College. In fact, the son of a bitch planned 
on ending her career without letting her know 
about it until the end of the semester.This is 
simply a common courtesy which provides an 
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Contempt for the people 


instructor with time to find new employment. His 
rationale for her failure to be rehired was the 
Senora’s lack of a Ph. D. I even heard one of 
Smith's colleagues in that conservative department 
call him a brute and a fool. Can there be any 
doubt of his guilt in doing the people a grave 
injustice? 

Recently, a Filipino friend of mine, Vincent 
Reyes, who is one of a number of people 
attempting to install a Phillipine Ethnic Studies 
Program here at the college, informed me that he 
is encountering possible opposition on the part of 
the academic establishment for attemtping to 
bring people into the program with first hand 
experience. A major concern on the part of Mr 
Reyes is to bring in people from different hard 
core Phillipine-American communities, who are 
fully aware of what is happening and can 
communicate their living knowledge to our 
students They may not be pedijreed 
academicians, but they are certainly scholas of 
the people. The establishment, however, prefers 
pedigreed scholars. It appears to me and to others 
that the reasoning behind this demand is simply to 
have people in charge who will be more 
responsible to the academic establishment. After 
all, if a person ts making teaching his career and he 
has earned his degree, he will very likely be much 
easier to control than a man from the streets with 
a more independent outlook and less to lose by 
expressing his convictions. “The rabble” as they 
are often privately designated by our academic 
leaders pose a definite threat because they have 
not been properly institutionalized 

What | have to say in concluding this 
commentary will be brief and to the point. It is 
my firm conviction that an institution of learning 
must be responsible to the needs and aspirations of 
the people. If it is not, then those who are 
responsible for its failure are holding the people in 
contempt out of concern for their own security 
Where are the peoples’ rights and dignity are 
concerned, there can be no compromise. Are we 
going to see an injustice against the people 
continue in our institution or will we have the 
courage and the dedication to break the 


stranglehold of our common oppressor?

Wagner’s demands appeared in 


the student center of New 
College in the midst of a 
president’s office sit-in by a 


group of radical! feminists that 
also spawned a set of demands 
from a gay liberation group.
